A special screening committee of the Auburn University Board of 
Trustees has begun a careful search for the most desirable man to suc- 
ceed Dr. Ralph B. Draughon ’22 as president of Auburn University. 


President Draughon publicly announ- 
ced his desire to retire through a letter 
to the faculty and staff of Auburn 
University on. Aug. 12. 

At the same time Alabama Governor 
George C. Wallace, acting in his capa- 
city as ex-officio chairman of the Au- 
burn Board of Trustees, announced the 
appointment of a special screening 
committee to seek a new president. 

The screening committee is compos- 
ed of the following trustees: Dr. Frank 
P. Samford, Sr., 14, of Birmingham, 
chairman; Sim Thomas, Jr., ’28, of Eu- 
faula; Roberts H. Brown, °30, of Ope- 
lika; Robert Charles Bamberg, Jr., ’40, 
of Uniontown; and John William Pace, 
III, °46, of Mobile. 

At the time of the announcements, 
Screening Committee Chairman Sam- 
ford was in Europe, but he has since 
returned. In an interview with The 
Alumnews just before press time, Dr. 
Samford made the following statement: 

“The Screening Committee has met, 
has organized, and is canvassing the 
field. The committee is proceeding in

Auburn Awards First 
Doctorate In English 


A year ago Auburn University initi- 
ated a doctoral program in English— 
the University’s first terminal program 


in any area of the humanities. This 
year on August 24, Auburn awarded 


its first Doctor of Philosophy in English 
to James Ward Lee ’57, one of 18 
students who entered the new program 
last September.

A ‘native of Birmingham, 
ceived the Bachelor 
in English at 


College. He then came to Auburn for 
graduate studies and received the 
Master of Arts in English from Au- 
burn University in 1957. 


After graduating from Auburn the 
first time, Lee did another year of 


graduate study at 
Arkansas and then began a _ teaching 
career at North Texas State University 
in Denton, Tex., where he remained 
until he returned here last fall to 
complete doctoral studies. 

Back in Auburn, Lee found a wel- 
come change in the landscape—a spaci- 
ous new library stood between Mell St. 
and College where there had been only 
trees and tangled undergrowth when 
he was here before, He virtually took 
up residence in the new library during 
the next 12 months while he prepared 
for language translation examinations, 
wrote a dissertation on=The Novels of 
Anthony Powell, prepared for exhaus- 
tive preliminary examinations, and then 
reviewed for his final orals. 

Lee’s intensive study and research in 
the library enabled him to meet a 
rigorous’ self-imposed schedule for 
completing the requirements for a Ph.D. 
He passed both French and German 
translation exams in the same day and 
then, in order, passed the series of

The Late Professor Henry G, Good 


Memorial Established 


Auburn University has received a 
fund honoring the memory of the late 
Dr. Henry G. Good which will recognize 
meritorious students .in the zoological 
sciences. Until his death in April Dr, 
Good taught at Auburn for 40 years 
and was an active participant in the 
life of the university and community, 

Interest earned on the endowment of 
approximately $3,000 established by 
associates, students, and other friends 
will provide for annual awards of ap- 
proximately $100. Initially awards will 
go to graduate students in entomology, 
fisheries, wildlife, or zoology. A com= 
mittee representing each of these fields, 
to be named by the head of the de- 
partment of zoology-entomology, will 
select the award recipients. The Henry 
G. Good Memorial Award will recognize 
“outstanding qualities of scholarship, 
leadership, and character.” 

As additions to the endowment are 


received or interest accrues, the de« 
partmental committee may make an 
additional award to an outstanding 


senior in the department.

Behind the Headlines— 


Auburn Passes Another Milestone 


Last month Auburn passed another milestone in her history when 
James Ward Lee received here a Ph.D. in English—the first doctoral 
degree ever awarded by Auburn University in any area of the humani- 


ties (see story on page 1). There was a 
time within our memory when few 
people on campus saw any need for 
doctoral programs in the humanities 
here. Jim Lee’s graduation last month 
is a mark of Auburn’s progress in ma- 
turity as a university concerned with 
all of the vital problems of humanity. 

Particular credit for this first doc- 
torate in the humanities must go to 
Dr. Walton R. Patrick, head professor 
of English. Despite a number of ob- 
stacles, Dr. Patrick worked, studied, 
and planned until he thought his de- 
partment ready and the time propi- 
tious. Then he presented to the ad- 
ministration a carefully detailed plan 
and a persuasive statement of justifi- 
cation for a doctoral program in Eng- 
lish. 


Credit must also go to a Graduate 
School, an administration, and a Board 
of Trustees with the vision to accept 
and support an intelligent plan to 
broaden the scope of Auburn’s endea- 
vors. Indeed, a number of people—the 
administration, Board of Trustees, and 
the alumni—deserve commendation for 
developments that made the time 
propitious for Dr. Patrick to present 
and then initiate his plan. Administra- 
tive leadership and alumni support 
encouraged the Governor and the Leg- 
islature to provide the funds to con- 
struct an adequate library building on 
campus, Contributions from alumni and 
friends have paid for books to begin 
filling empty library shelves. Without 
these developments, a doctoral pro- 
gram in English would not have been 
possible. 


Behind all of these developments 
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and supporting them has been a uni- 
versity faculty with a sense of mission 
and dedication. Faculty members have 
seen fit to work in the preparation of 
legislative programs, whenever and 
wherever requested. They have led the 
way in making personal contributions 
through the Auburn University Devel- 
opment Program. And, above all, they 
have had the vision to see beyond their 
own immediate concerns and to speak 
out in support of progress throughout 
the university. Among the most ardent 
proponents of excellence in the hu- 
manities and social sciences are scien- 
tists in engineering and in the physical 
and biological sciences. 

A significant event in itself, the 
awarding of the first degree in the 
humanities is even more significant as 
the evidence of a new spirit that has 
developed here during the past decade 
and as a portent of things to come. 
We are confident that this first Ph.D. 
in English will be followed by many 
others—eventually by others from all 
areas of the humanities as Auburn 
moves on to fulfill her destiny as a 
university dedicated to the advance- 
ment of knowledge in all matters of 
universal human concern.

On Aug. 25, Alumnus Jack J. Bailey ’49 wrote all the way from 


Los Gatos, Calif., to recommend that we “focus . .

directly concerned with alumni and refrain from endeavors in the 


fields of politics and religion.” Startled 
and a bit too defensive, we promptly 
replied that we had never deliberately 
injected either politics or religion into 
The Alumnews. We should have taken 
longer and answered more thought- 
fully. Our response, to borrow a phrase 
from another charge against us and 
newspapers in general, “evaded re- 
sponsibility and promoted untruth.” 


Nearer the truth would have been 
the assertion that we have never de- 
liberately injected partisan politics or 
sectarian religious views into The 


The Auburn Presidency — 4 sym- 
mary report of the progress here under 
the leadership of President Ralph B. 
Draughon appears on page 4. The rec- 
ord speaks for itself and for the man 
at the helm for almost two decades. 
The Auburn Board of Trustees now has 
before it the serious responsibility of 
choosing a successor to President 
Draughon—of selecting the leader most 
likely to promote continuation of the 
balanced and wholesome progress on 
all fronts evident here in recent years. 


Since many members of the Board 
of Trustees have served through the 
years of Auburn’s greatest progress, it 
would be presumptuous of us to offer 
them advice about how they should do 
their job. They know Auburn’s great- 
ness, its needs, and the complexity of 
the task that President Draughon’s 
successor will inherit. That the Board 
is properly conscious of the high ser- 
iousness of its obligation is evident in 
the course of due deliberation adopted 
by its presidential screening committee 
(see story on page 1). We can only 
commend them upon such a wise 
course and await patiently the passage 
of time that such a procedure must 
necessarily take,

There is no place here for 
partisanship or sectarianism. Among 
the alumni that support this publica- 
tion are Democrats, Republicans, and 
Independents of all varieties. The 
range of religious faiths held by Au- 
burn alumni probably encompasses an 
even broader range than their political 
affiliations, 

However, it is impossible to issue a 
paper that avoids either religion or 
politics in the most comprehensive 
sense of those terms. And it is not 
desirable that we do so. For a state 
university is in one sense a political 
institution: it is a creation of a demo- 
cratic state designed to strengthen end 
perpetuate a democratic society. Fur- 
thermore, at the base of the democratic 
society that we know lies a foundation 
of moral concepts that have grown out 


of a religious tradition—the Judeo- 
Christian tradition that undergirds 


Western civilization. 

Supporting every activity of Auburn 
as a university is a premise drawn 
from a specific religious and political 
tradition. For espousing and attempting 
to define those premises, we offer 
neither apology nor excuse. However, 
efforts to define and defend the demo- 
cratic principles upon which an Amer- 
ican university must operate do incur 


the calculated risk of mistakes that 
cause the appearance of partisanship 
upon occasion. Such errors here come 


as the consequence of a failure to ful- 
fill intention—and for those failures we 
do apologize.

letters regards the matter of clarity. 
By observing the good old American 


business dictum of brevits 


above All, 


the writers often leave us confused 
about the nature of the error they 
think we have committed. Now. ac- 
cording to our own admission, these 
failures in clarity correspond to our 
failures to fulfill intention that cause 
the problems in the first place. Thus 
Our argument here becomes, in reality, 
a plea that readers who become core 
respondents avoid repeating our mis- 
takes. 

If our critics are willin r to attempt 
thus to do better than we have lone, 
there exists the possibility of some real 


communication and some improvement 


at this end of the line. And communi- 
cation, we submit again, is a very real 
need in a world where the thin veneer 


of civilization cracks and peels far too 
often for the

A Review of Auburn's Progress Under President Ralph B. Draughon—

Seventeen years ago Ralph Brown Draughon ’22 became acting 
president of the Alabama Polytechnic Institute, filling a vacancy left 
by the death of Dr. Luther Noble Duncan ’00 on July 26, 1947. The 


following year the Board of Trustees 
made President Draughon’s appoint- 
ment permanent. 

On August 12 of this year, President 
Draughon announced publicly his’ de- 
sire to retire as soon as the Board of 
Trustees has time to select and appoint 
his successor. Since then many organi- 
zations, newspapers, and individuals 


have paid him tribute for his leader- 
ship during the past seventeen years. 

On August 19, the Alabama Legisla- 
ture passed unanimously House Joint 
Resolution 33 honoring Dr. Draughon 
and also paid its respects directly in 
a joint meeting at which the Auburn 
President and his gracious wife, “Miss 
Caroline,” appeared in person. Think- 
ing of the many times that he had ap- 
peared before. the Legislature with 
urgent appeals for funds for Auburn 
and of the varied receptions of those 
pleas, Dr. Draughon humorously told 
the legislators: “I must look better 
going than I did coming.” 


That light-hearted jest may aptly 
apply to Dr. Draughon’s career as Au- 
burn president, for none could foresee 
seventeen years ago—no matter how 
much he might have respected Dr. 
Draughon’s abilities —the revolution- 
ary progress that Auburn has made 
during the years of his presidency. A 
staff member has offered a one-line 
summary of Dr. Draughon’s achieve- 
ments: “He inherited a polytechnic in- 
stitute and leaves to his successor a 
university.” 

With his thorough knowledge of Au- 
burn’s history and his deep admiration 


for some of its distinguished predeces- 


sors, President Draughon is likely to 
be the first to object that there is an 
element of over-simplification in such 
a summary—the first to note that the 
dedication, imaginative vision, and 
perhaps even the actual dream of a 
great university have long existed here. 

Certainly, Auburn’s President has 
always been eager to recognize and 
express deep appreciation for the great 
contributions that others—faculty, stu- 


dents, alumni, governors, legislators, 
and friends—have made to Auburn’s 
great advances during his administra- 
tion. 

But, after all obligations to people 
past and present have been expressed, 
this central fact remains: during the 
tenure of Ralph Brown Draughon ’22 
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as president, Auburn attained the name 
and stature of a university. On that 
point the record of facts speaks elo- 
quently. 


Auburn University Today 


Auburn University approaches the 
opening of the 1964 fall quarter with 
all signs indicating a new record en- 
rollment that may very well reach 
10,500. The plant and inventory of the 
University have been conservatively 
valued at more than $40 million. The 
University’s total annual operating 
budget approximates $28 million per 
year. Employees of the University 
number 2,550, and the annual payroll 
exceeds $14 million, 


On campus Auburn serves more than 
12,000 different students each year. 
Through its engineering and agricul- 
tural experiment stations and exten- 
sion services, Auburn serves directly 
hundreds of businesses and hundreds 
of thousands of people throughout the 
State of Alabama, 


Today Auburn’s contributions through 
instruction, research, and extension, as 
Alabama Governor George C. Wallace 
recently observed, “touch every family 
in Alabama.” Even beyond that they 
extend to the national and internationa] 
scene. Auburn alumni live and serve 
in each of the 50 states and in more 
than 50 foreign countries. Auburn re- 
search devlopments are proving of 
benefit in such diverse activities. as 
the exploration of outer space and ef- 
forts to increase food production in 
under-developed countries—For ex- 
ample, (1) Auburn Electrical Engi-

neering designed and developed an 
FM TV transmitter for use on Saturn 
booster stages that has been success- 
ful on two flights, and (2) fish cul- 
ture practices developed on the Au- 
burn Agricultural Experiment Station 
are being used in under-developed 
countries from here through the Orient 
to increase: the food supply. 


Progress on Six Fronts 


Auburn’s progress during the past 
seventeen years, perhaps, may be more 
easily comprehended if reviewed ac- 
cording to the areas of major develop- 
ments: (1) enrollment growth, (2) re- 
search development, (3) plant expan- 
sion, (4) growth of financial support, 
(5) advances in administrative organi- 
zation and (6) advances in the quality 
of the academic program. 


Enrollment — Auburn’s total enroll-° 


ment has doubled during the past two 
decades, During President Draughon’s 
administration 53,832 students have 
entered Auburn University. This num- 
ber exceeds the total of all students 
enrolled throughout Auburn’s previous 
history from 1859 to 1947. 

Since 1859, Auburn has awarded a 
total of 42,369 degrees—37,282 first de- 
grees; 5,014 graduate and professional 
degrees; and 73 honorary degrees. 
During President Draughon’s adminis- 
tration the University has awarded 
28,915 degrees—68.2 per cent of the all- 
time total. Stated another way, two of 
every three degrees ever awarded here 
have been received during President 
Draughon’s administration. Of the de- 
grees granted during the past seven- 
teen years, 25,176 have been Bachelor’s; 
3,557 Masters; two Specialists in Edu- 
cation; 134 Doctoral; and 24 Honorary 
degrees. 

The largest enrollment increases in 
recent years have been in four schools 
—Education, Engineering, Science and 
Literature, and the Graduate School. 
Today the schools of Engineering, 
Science and Literature, and Education 
account for 75 per cent of the students 
at Auburn. However, the most rapidly 
expanding enrollment is in the Grad- 
uate School, which has increased to 
more than five times what it was 
when Dr. Draughon became president. 


Research — Today expenditures for 
organized research comprise approxi- 
mately one-fourth of Auburn’s annual 
operating budget. These expenditures 
of approximately $7 million reflect an 
increase of more than $414 million dur- 
ing President Draughon’s administration. 

Nowhere is the rapid expansion of 
Auburn research more evident than in 
contractual research for space-related 
agencies in Huntsville. Principally in 
Engineering, Auburn now has more 
than $1,500,000 in research contracts 
with various aerospace agencies in 
Huntsville. Auburn’s contractual re- 
search program with space agencies is 
the largest at any Southern Univer- 
sity. Seven years ago, in contrast, the 
total contractual research of the School 
of Engineering here was approximately 
$30,000. 

Throughout its history Auburn’s re- 
search in agriculture and related areas 
of the life sciences has gained national 
attention, Today such work attracts not 
only national but also often interna- 
tional attention, and some $4,500,000 of 
the current budget is being spent on 
the Agricultural Experiment Station. 
Contracts for research in agriculture 
now total more than $600,000 annually, 
The original 16 acres of experimental 
farm land at Auburn has grown into a 
far-flung 16,000 acre system of experi- 
ment stations. 

Major research expenditures, as the 
foregoing statistics indicate, are in the 


agricultural and engineering and re- 
lated biological and physical sciences. 
However, the record of expenditures 
alone does not tell the full story of 
advances in research. Research in such 
areas as the humanities and _ social 
sciences often receives no direct fin- 
ancial support from the University, but 
is done either under a publication con- 
tract with a publishing company or 
privately in anticipation of publication 
in scholarly journals or as commer- 
cially published books. 

An increase in the number of full 
length books published by faculty 
members in the English and History 
Departments suggests the increasing 
activity in the humanities: During the 
first five years of Dr. Draughon’s ad- 
ministration faculty members in those 
departments wrote three books pub- 
lished by either university or national 
commercial presses. During the past

four and one-half years the number 
has jumped to eleven and some others 
are scheduled for publication during 
the next six months. The more num- 
erous articles, short stories, and poems 


have increased in the same propor- 
tions. 
Physical Plant—No alumnus who has 
visited the campus recently needs to 
be reminded of the tremendous expan- 
sion of the physical plant here. Despit 
the impressiveness of the visible evi- 
dence, the statistics are startling. 

More than 40 major buildings rep- 
resenting capital expenditures i 
cess of $30 million have gone up 
campus since World War II. The n 
notable advances have come very re- 
cently. Since 1957 the value of tl!

Financial Support — When President 
Draughon took office, Auburn’s annual 
budget totaled $9,200.000 le t] 
one-third of today’s annual budget 
$28 million. Increases in badly needed 
support have been distributed through- 
out the University. For example, State 
appropriations for the Division of In- 
struction have been raised 162 per cent, 
for the Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion, 149 per cent, and for the Agri- 
cultural Extension Service 219 per cent. 

The state of Alabama provides about 
one-third of the operating funds at 
Auburn. Furnishing almost another 
third is the Federal Government, 
which provides support primarily in 
agricultural extension, agricultural re- 
search, and engineering space research 
with smaller amounts for various aca- 
demic programs. Other sources of funds 
are student fees, Alabama county gov- 
ernments, and private sources. 

Private support of Auburn has in- 
creased significantly in recent years. 
The Auburn University Development 
Program, which js a program coordin- 
ated with activities of the Alumni As- 
sociation, has produced more than $3 
million in gifts from individuals and 
corporations since 1960, 


Administration — Under President 
Draughon changes in administrative 
organization have provided channels 
for closer coordination of the activi-

ties of the three divisions—Instruction, 
Research, and Extension. The office of 
executive vice president was establish- 
ed and after that a number of other 
changes effected to increase the flow 
of communication and thus increase 
the effectiveness of campus-wide co- 
ordination and cooperation. 

Notable among the additional changes 
have been the establishment of a close 
working relationship between organ- 
ized alumni and the academic commun- 
ity and the establishment of an over- 
all University Relations Office. 


Instruction — Progress on the five 
fronts already discussed has served to 
improve the quality of the instructional 
program. Quality, of course, is not sub- 
ject to measurement, but a few facts 
will give some indication of the pro- 
gress that has taken place. 

When Dr. Draughon became presi- 
dent, less than 15 per cent of the fa- 
culty held the Ph.D. or other terminal 
degrees. Today more than 40 per cent 
of the faculty hold doctoral degrees. 
This percentage compares favorably 
with that of the best universities in the 
South and nation. 

Auburn faculty members from a 
number of areas now appear regularly 
on programs at-national and interna- 
tional meetings of scientific and scho- 


larly organizations, The number of 
papers presented at such meetings by 
agricultural and engineering scientists 
is particularly notable. Auburn faculty 


members also receive a number of 


awards of visiting lectureships, consul- 
tation appointments, and fellowships 
for post-doctoral study. Particularly 
notable in this respect is the English 
Department, whose faculty members 
have received a number of Fulbright, 
Ford, and other lectureships and fel- 
lowships. 

The strength of the Auburn Mathe- 
matics Department’s faculty and in- 
structional program is indicated by the 
fact that it ranks among the top in the 
South in the number of graduate fel- 
lowships that it receives from national 
foundations and other agencies. 

Academic progress is also reflected 
in the caliber of the student body. On 
the basis of American College Test 
scores, Auburn’s freshman class for the 
past two years, as a group, has been 
far superior to the average college- 
bound student in Alabama. Its fresh- 
men compared very favorably with the 
college-bound student nationally, and 
they far surpassed national averages 
for high school seniors in their classes, 

Another indication of academic pro- 
gress is the development of graduate 
programs, which improve the academic 
atmosphere and also contribute in a 
number of ways directly to the im- 
provement of undergraduate instruc- 
tion. Auburn University began offering 
the doctoral degree for the first time in 
1952. It now offers doctoral degrees in 
16 fields and master’s degrees in 36 
areas. During the past summer, 135 
students were enrolled in doctoral pro- 
grams here, while 1,188 students pur- 
sued other graduate studies.

ary diplomas were awarded all such 
students or, if deceased, presented to a 
surviving relative. Trustees also ap- 
proved President Charles Thach’s re- 
commendation that the legislature be 
requested to appropriate $5,000 at its 
next session so that the institution 
might secure all funds for which it is 
eligible under provisions of the re- 
cently-passed Smith-Lever Act.

Wilmer E. Hall — Veteran Engineer 


“Engineering has made a lot of progress in my time,” Wilmer E. 
Hall of the Marshall Space Flight Center said in his most classic un- 
derstatement. For his “time” dates back to 1915 when he was graduated 


from what is now Auburn University. 

His boss today, Dr. Wernher von 
Braun, had just celebrated his third 
birthday in Wirsitz, Germany, and 
Woodrow Wilson was-in his first term 
as President of the United States. 

The Auburn University dean had 
high enthusiasm for his electrical en- 
gineering graduates as he squinted at 
the names on the diplomas while stand- 
ing under a naked light bulb suspend- 
ed by a drop cord. 

Hall, then 19 years old, was one that 
didn’t let the profession down. 

He was born in Decatur, Ala., in 
1896 during the horse and buggy days. 
Twenty years later he was piloting 90- 
horsepower Wright “Jenny” airplanes 
as an instructor—turning out pilots for 
World War I. 

Today, he’s working on a 160 million 
horsepower rocket of the type that will 
take astronauts on a 500,000-mile, 
week-long journey to the moon and 
back within this decade. 

Few of his associates at the Marshall 
Center—veteran rocket engineers 
themselves—know his background. He 
helped build several hydro-electric 
dams before a good portion of them 
were born. 

Hall, now 68 and facing a reluctant 
mandatory retirement late next year, 
retired from the Air Force as a colonel 
in 1956 after 37 years service. During
